uan government for some weeks. This 
confirmation by the Nicaraguan con- 
gress makes absolute the concession, 
subject, however, only to certain lim- 
itations which are mentioned in the 
instrument itself. 
The -syndicate to 


whom this concession is granted is of 
comparatively recent organization, and 
it proposes immediately to proceed up- 
on the lines iaid down in these con- 
cessions, with the view of the speed- 
iest construction of the canal that 
engineering science and the advantages 
which the syndicate possesses 
will 


make possible. 


-William R. Grace of New York is 


to be the president o£ the syndicate, 
which will strictly conform to the 
terms of the contract in representing 
entirely American capital and Amer- 
ican interests. Although by the terms 
of the contract it does not become 
alive until Oct. 10, 1S99, yet as it does 
gain vitality on that day it is fair 
to presume that the syndicate, during 
the intervening- time, will make thor- 
ough preparations for accepting the re- 
sponsibilities of the contract tben.
